LET'S SIT DOWN AND TALK 
Two school boards are about to launch two separate 
grams for expansion of facilities and improvement of euicidose. 
A large group of people known as taxpayers and parents 
- (the latter past, present and future) will foot the bill and suffer 
the consequences, good or bad, as the result of the decisions 
made by the two separate school boards, namely the Porterville 
Union High School and College board, and the Porterville Ele- 


mentary board : 

Since, basically, the same people are involved in the pro- 
grams and plans of both boards, it Cahooves these boards to sit 
down and talk a little about the total future. 

And it behooves them to do this talking in cooperation with 
a few local citizens and without calling in the “experts” who have 

- all the answers, except they may not have the answers acceptable 
to this community. 

Specifically, since the Porterville Elementary board, and its 
school administrators, have seen fit to cut home economics and 
shop, Porterville high school board members and administrators 
look toward the possibility of having to pick up these programs 


.at the high school level, which, we are told, costs more money 


for virtually the same ram. 

Trend of the state legislature seems to be toward more and 
more dictation of school curriculum, yet often the great minds in 
Sacramento neglect to provide money for their dictates. While 
the basic answer here is less regimentation of education, the re- 
alistic fact at the moment is that the trend exists. So what do 
we do about it down here in the Porterville community? These 
are examples of overlapping problems; there are others. 

We feel that it is extremely important right now, with two 
boards planning major moves that involve basically the same 
group of people, that some real studies be made by local citi- 
zens and Teen! school board members and administrators with 
the aim of developing total programs for this area, not two sep- 
arate programs. 

And we feel that there must be something more than lip 
service when representatives of the high school and elementary 
districts get together. 

Right now both the Porterville high school and elementa 
district are sort of at the end of an era. The high school aa 
college district is completing an extensive expansion program 
and is ready to branch out to meet further needs of the present 
and future. 

The elementary board, backed into a corner by a combina- 
tion of circumstances, is sort of at end of the line, and must start 
a comback. 

Right now is the time for serious study of total school needs 
— kindergarten through junior college — in the Porterville area. 

Right now is most certainly not the time for our separate 
school administrations to go their separate ways, grabbing what 
money they can on a basis of who gets there fustest with the 
mostest in propaganda pitches.
